Dear Editor: The November Strange Adventures 
turned out to be as interesting as a sci-fi comic 
could be. “Perilous Pet of Space” was quite 
unique, and your writer and artist deserve some 
real compliments, I like the idea of guessing at 
the identity of your writers-artists, and it looked 
to me that Gil Kane pencilled this great story, 
with Murphy Anderson doing the inking. 

Mr. Kane, of all your artists, has what seems 
to me to be very definite characteristics. The pic- 
ture of the alien with the “puffy cheeks” often 
comes up in Kane artwork, as well as the “I just 
figured it out’? hand-smacking scene at the bot- 
tom of page 6.
